* Lyof 
X. 
Tolstoy” 
, which have recently appeared is the 
article by W D. Howells in the North 
American Review. Mr. Howells places 
the name of Tolstoy among the very 
greatest of the names of the nine­ 
teenth century. “There was,” he says, 
* Napoleon and there was Lincoln, and 
then there was Tolstoy in an order 
which time may change, though it ap­ 
peals to me certain that time will not 
change the number of these supreme 
names. 
Mr. Howells continues: 
Since I have set them down here 
they have suggested to me a sort of 
representative unity in their relation 
to one another. 
If you fancy Napol­ 
eon the incarnation of selfish force 
which inspired and supported his own 
triumphant enemies in their reaction 
against progress; if you suppose Lin­ 
coln the type of humanity struggling 
toward the ideal in the regeneration 
of the world’s polity, you may well 
conceive of Tolstoy' as the soul s crit- 
icisra of the evil and the good which, 
however wholly or partially they knew 
b. the others imperfectly did. 
The 
work of Lincoln w*as no more final 
than the work of Napoleon, and, like 
Lincoln's, Tolstoy’s work 
has 
been 
without finality. 
So far as I can per­ 
ceive, it has even been without ef­ 
fect in a civilization which calls it­ 
self ( hristiau but which bas ap{>arent- 
l.v been no more moved by the hu­ 
man soul as it was in Tolstoy than 
by the Divine Spirit as it was 
in 
Christ. At first, indeed, the world w-as 
startled by the spectacle of a man of 
the highest rank, of a most ancient 
lineage, of great wealth, of renown 
in arms and in letters, putting from 
him fa md and ease and 
honor, and 
pronging literally to obey the word of 
God. by making himself as one of 
the least of the brethren of Christ. It 
was a very curious sight, a bit droll, 
rather mad. wholly extraordinary. The 
world could hardly believe its eyes. It 
rubbed the sleep of 2,000 years out 
of them at the sound of this voice 
crying in the wilderness, this voice 
that had so charmed it in fable, and 
bidding it prepare the way of 
the 
Lord and make his paths straight. 
Some tears came into its eyes and 
some smiles: but after a while its lids 
fell again and all was as before. The 
event, one of the greatest in the his­ 
tory of mankind, has been without per­ 
ceptible effect in civilization.”

Napoleon 
and 


Abraham Lincoln. 


Perhaps the most 
comprehensive 


and enlightening of the articles.on the 
Bleat 
Rubsian 
'Ljof 
N 
Tolstoy" 


which have lecontlv appealed IB the 
article b5"..\V._D. Howells in the North 
American Review. Mr. Howells places 
the name of Tolstoy among the very 
greatest of the names- of the nine- 
teenth century, "There was," he says, 
"Napoleon arid there was Lincoln, and 
then there was Tolstoy in an order 
which time may change, though it ap- 
peals to -me certain that, time will not 
change the number of these supreme 
:names." Mr. Howells" continues: 


"Since I have set them down here 


they have suggested to me a sort of 
representative unity in their relation 
to. one another. 
If you fancy Napol- 


eon the incarnation of selfish force 
which inspired and supported his own 
triumphant enemies in' their reaction 
against progress; if you suppose Lin- 
coln the type of humanity struggling 
toward the ideal in the regeneration 
of the world's polity, you may well 
conceive of Tolstoy as'the soul's crit- 
icism of the evil and the good which, 
however wholly or partially they knew 
it, the others imperfectly did. 
The 


work, of Liucolu was no more final 
than the work of Napoleon, and, like 
Lincoln's, Tolstoy's work 
has 
been 


without finality. So far as I can per- 
ceive, it has even been ' without ef- 
fect iu a civilization which calls it- 
self Christian but which has apparent- 
ly been no more moved by the hu- 
man soul as it was in Tolstoy than 
by the -Divine Spirit as it was 
in 


Christ. At first, Indeed, the world was 
startled by the spectacle of a man of 
the highest rank, of a most ancient 
lineage, of great wealth, of renown 
in arms and in letters, putting from 
him fame* and ease and 
honor, and 


proposing literally to obey the word of 
God, 
by making himself as one of

The 
world could hardly believe its eyes. It 
rubbed the sleep of 2,000 years out 
of them at the sound of this voice 
crying in the wilderness, this voice 
that had so charmed it in fable, and

Tolstoy Rank* with 
Napoleon and 


Abraham Lincoln. 


Perhans the most 
comprehensive 


and enlightening of the articles on the 
gieat 
Rubsian 
' L>of 
N 
Tolbtoy" 


•which have recently appeared IB the 
article by-\y._D. Howells in the North 
American Review. Mr. Howells places 
the name of Tolstoy among the very 
greatest of "the names of the nine- 
teenth century, "There was," he says, 
"Napoleon arid there was Lincoln, and 
then there was Tolstoy in an order 
which tlnie may change, though it ap- 
peaVs to ane certain' that, time wilt not 
.change the number of these supreme 
iHames." Mr. Howells"continues: 


"Since I have set them down here 


they have suggested to me a sort of 
representative unity in their relation 
^to.. one another. 
If you fancy Napol- 


eon the incarnation of selfish force 
which inspired and supported hla own. 
triumphant enemies in'their reaction 
against progress; if you suppose Lin- 
coln the type of humanity struggling 
toward the ideal in the regeneration 
of the world's polity, you may well 
conceive of Tolstoy as'the soul's crit- 
icism of the evil and the good which, 
however wholly or partially they knew 
itt the others Imperfectly did. The 
work, of Lincoln was no more final 
than the work of Napoleon, and, like 
Lincoln's, Tolstoy'a work has 
been, 


without finality. So far as I can per- 
ceive, it has even been without ef- 
fect in a civilization which calls It- 
self Christian but which has apparent- 
ly been no more moved by the hu- 
man soul as ft was in Tolstoy than 
by the-Divine Spirit as it was 
in 


Christ. At first, indeed, the world was 
startled by the spectacle of a man of 
the highest rank, ot a most ancient 
lineage, of great wealth, of renown 
in arms and in letters, putting from 
him fame* and ease and 
honor, and 


proposing literally to obey the word of 
God, 
by making himself as one ot 


the least of the brethren of Christ. It 
was a very curious sight, a bit droll, 
rather mad, wholly extraordinary. The 
world could hardly believe its eyes. It 
rubbed the sleep of 2,000 years out 
of them at the sound of this voice 
crying in the wilderness, this voice 
that had so charmed It In fable, and 
bidding It prepare the way of 
the 


Lord and make his paths straight. 
Some tears came into Us eyes and 
some smiles; but after a while fta lids 
fell again and all was as before. The 
event, one of the greatest in the his- 
tory of mankind, has been without per- 
ceptible effect In civilization."

An advertising medium must be judged in 


the same way. 
The fact that it has age to its 


credit isn't so important as the age of its adver- 
tising patronage. Whenever a newspaper con- 
tinues to display the store talk of the same es- 
tablishment year after year, it's a pretty sure 
sign that the merchant has made money out of 
that newspaper, because no publication can 
continue to be a losing investment to its cus- 
tomers over a stretch of time without the fact 
being discovered. And when a newspaper is 
able to boast of an honor roll of stores 
that have continued to appear in its pages for 
a stretch of decades it has proven its superiority 
as plainly as a mountain peak which rises 
above its fellows.
